There  is  some  reason  for  fearing  that 
the  observance  of  Christmas,  which  makes 
it  a festival  of  the  childhood  of  Jesus,  may 
tend  to  obscure  in  tilt-  popular  thought  the 
real  significance  of  the  birth  of  Chri»t  and 
the  true  import  of  Jlis  relationship  to 
then.  For  Jesus  is  not  a child,  and  His 
childhood,  which  was  only  an  incident  of 
His  earthly  life,  does  not  interpret  His 
place  in  history  of  His  mission.  We  only 
apprehend  the  meaning  ol  the  birth  at 
Bethlehem  while  we  look  at  it  from  the 
point,  iff  view  or  the  Proljgue  to  the 
FourthyGospel,  and  regard  Christmas  not 
as  the  Festival  of  Childhood,  hut  as  the 
Festival  of  the  Incarnation.  The  point 
is  not  that  a babe  was  born  in  Bethlehem 
who  became  a wonderful,  or  even  a God- 
filled  man,  but  that  “the  Word  was  made 
flesh;”  that  in  Jesus  the  Eternal  and  the 
very  image  of  His  substance,  upholding 
.•ill  things  by  the  word  of  His  power.” 

We  could  ill  spare  the  delicate  and 
mighty  story  of  the  first  two  chapters 
Luke’s  Gospel.  No  narrative  in  all  litera- 
ture has  been  ruch  an-  inspiration  to  art 
and  poetry  as  those  two  chapters.  They 
have  glorified  chiklliiMxl  arid  thrown  a 
new  and  holy  light  about  the  mystery  of 
of  the  motherhood,  but  they  are  abso- 
lutely incidental  to  the  Gosftel  narrative. 
Two  of  the  Evangelists  do  not  allude  to 
those  incidents.  Their  place  in  the  New 
Testament  is  entirely  subsidiary  to  the 
main  current  of  its  teachings.  The  impor- 
tant thing  is  not  the  circumstances  of  the 
birth  of  Jesus,  hut  thrbfact  of  the  Virgin 
Birth.  Throughout  the  entire  period  of

There  is  a Hegcljatv*  method  of  inter- 
preting the  incarnation,  with  which  we  do 
not  in  the  least,  sympathize,  and  in  n reac- 
tion from  this  type  |of  Hegelianism  some 
conservative  religions  thinkers  are  failing 
to  give  a just  emphasis  £0  the  incarnation 
itself.  The  early  church  was  not  in  error 
when  it  took  its  stan^  against  the  phi- 
losophies and  speculations  of  men  upon 
the  great  truth  underlying  the*  Athanasian 
creed.  The  early  <ihufch  saw  that  the 
heart  of  Christianity  was  the  nature  of 
Jesus.  If  the  great  assertions  with  which 
the  Fourth  Gospel  opens  are  not  to  lie  be- 
lieved. i^nd  if  the  view  of  the  nature  of  Jesus 
which  fhe  Fourth  Gpspet  maintains,  can- 
not be  accepted,  the  claims  of  Jesus  to  a 
unique  obedience  and  trust,  and  to  the  ab- 
solute and  final  Lordship  of  human  lives, 
are  indefinitely  weakened. 

Every  great  truth  of  the  .Christian  re- 
ligion radiates  from  th4  incarnation.  The 
Christology  of  the  theologian  is  absolutely 
determinative  of  bis  processes  and  con- 
clusions. And  there  has  been  no  greater 
1 evolution  and  advance  in  modern  Chris- 
tian thought  than  that  which-  makes  the- 
ology Christocentric;

The  old  ruins  of  the  missions  will  tur-» 
nish  a substitute  for  the  ancient  remains 
of  historic  cities  in  Palestine.  The  liest 
preserved  of)  these  is  Santa  Barbara  Mis- 
sion by  the  sea  s'dc  anil  San  Gabriel  Mis- 
sion, some  ftn  miles  to  the  east  of  Los 
Angeles;  even-  devout  visitor  to  Califor- 
nia will  inspect  these  magnificent  edifices, 
the  best  preserved  of  twenty-two  collec- 
lections  of  ruins  that  are  located  all  the 
way  from  j San  Diegri  to  San  Francisco 
seven  hundred  miles  north  Most  of 
them  are  hfit  picturesque  heaps  of  ruins,  of 
interest  onjy  to  the  historian  and  artist; 
hut  all  lend  a halo  to  the  district  that 
serves  the  purpose  of  attracting  tourists 
and  several  arc  in  actual  use  for  ecclesias- 
tical purposes.  At  San  Gabriel  a venera- 
ble priest,  who  preaches  upon  alternate 
Sundays  ip  English  and  Spanish  to  the 
dark  skinned  inhabitants  of  the  vicinity, 
will  attend  the  Methodist  visitors  and  ex- 
patiate upon  the  ancient  oil  pictures  that 
hang  in^the  church  and  have  been  wor- 
shipped for  several  generations  by  savages 
and  Mexicans.  Quiet,  isolated,  peacefu], 
the  same  yesterday,  today  and  forever, 
the  church  and  its  cloisters  stand,  once  the 
center  of  p<j>wer,  but  now  the  shrine  of  the 
faithful  and  the  object  of  interests  to  thou- 
sand of  cultivated  people  who  corne  to  see 
all  there  is  new  and  strange  in  this  land  of 
the  afternoon.
